We have determined that all documents may be released 
without any excisions on our part. 


Please note, however, that the enclosed material includes 
documents from which the FBI has deleted information under 
several sections of the Freedom of Information Act. 


e® Subsection (b) (7) (C) exempts from release records or 
information compiled for law enforcement purposes which, 
if released, could reasonably be expected to constitute an 
unwarranted invasion of personal privacy. 


e Subsection (b) (7) (D) exempts from release records or 
information compiled for law enforcement purposes which, 
if released, could disclose the identity of a confidential 
source and information furnished by a confidential source. 


e Finally, other material relates solely to the internal 
personnel rules and practices of an agency.

The investigation conducted reveaied that SUBJECT is identical 
with Peter ROGOWITSCH, bern om 5 Petoruery 1892 in 
correspondent for foreign languages, who'has bean living on the first 
floor of the above mentioned house at.Eulensplegelstrasse 60, with his 
wife Olga née ISVOLSKY {born on 27 Apeil 1997 in KIEV), since 12 July 1948, 
and is registered with the polise headquarters undér this address. 


ROGOWITSCH is the son of the Senator Alexis ROGOWITSCH and his 
wife Maria née KATKOFF in MOSCOW. His father died in BRUSSELS in 1935 
while his mother allegedly still lives there. 


Hie wife ie the niece of the former Russian Ambassador in PARIS 
and later Tsarist Foreign Minister ISWOISKIJ. Fran ROGOWLTSCH's 
parents died in PARIS; 


Pater ROGOWITSCH attended from 1906 to 1914 the Imperial University 
(Faculty of lew) in PETERSBURG; from 1925 until 1941 he was the manager 
of the shipping depot of a chemical concern in PARIS. From 1941 until 
1944 he worked as tranglator, and from 1945 to 1948 he was employed ~ 
with the American Occupation Force, as chief of personnel on the NED 
BIBERG air field, where he was responsible for the hiring and dismissal 
of civilian personnel, From 1948 to 1949 he again worked as translator, 
and from November 1949 until April 1951 he was employed with the "IRO 
4n MUNICH-Pasing, From 1951 until 1955 he worked at the US Military 
Post in MUNICH, Tegernseer Landstrasse. 


Since 19 October 1955 he has been unemployed and has drawn un~ 
employment benefits amounting to 42.60 DM a week since then, 


ROGOWITSCH has perfect command of the German, English, French 
and Russian languages» He is an extremely uncommunicative person. 
In his home he never receives any visitors. 


On 7 September 1955 he rented post office box no. 17 in the post 
office no. 56 at Aeussere Rosenhaimer Strasse 94, Perlach, jointly with 
his wife. At irregular intervals the couple picks up the mail from 
the box, usually in the afternoon. The incoming letters are addressed 
to "Alexander WHITE" and "OLGA"and"Russians outside Russia", (Frau 
ROGOWITSCH's first name is Olga.) 
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eed 
As has been determined, the letters usually do not show the names | 
of the senders. When picking up their mail the two ROGOWITSOHs are 
behaving in a strangely shy manner. On 4 September there were again tyo 
letters, with the sendara not indicated, in P.0. Box WO. 17. 


It is noteworthy that ROGOWITSCH rented the post office tox on 
7 September 1955, about four weeks defame his employment with the Us~ 
Military Post was terminated. 


While working for Amertoan agencies ROGOWITSOH allegedly made 
extensive trips to foreign countries. He ig said to have obtained 
his passport with the help of the US Military Governnent, 


He is not know to have a criminal record. 


With regard to his personal, circumstances the following additional 
information has been received: 


ROGOWITSCH originates from a Russian millionaire family; thanks 
to this wealth he was sdmitted (an exceptional case) to one of the 
noblest Guard Regiments im Tzarist Russia, in which he served as an 
officer and schisved the rank of Captain. During World War IT 
ROGOWITSCH was the aseistant of Georgij SCHEREBKOW, the representative 
of the Russian emigrants in France during the time of the Garman cecupation 
(later "Foreign Minister" under General WLASSOW). Since ROGOWITSCH, 
unlike the other members of SCHEREBKOW's arganization, withdrew from 
PARIS, when danger arose, in a way tantamount to desertion, he is held 
in very bad repute by most of the Russian emigrants, amd thie bad 
reputation has even been worsened ty the fact that he has developed 
into an aleoholic during recent years. 


ROGOWITSCH is a convinced, if not fanatic anti-Semit? in his 
political views he sympathizes with the rightist-radical Russian 
emigrant ARZIUK. 


During the first years after the end of the war ROGOWITSCH worked 
for MILRUD (alias THOMPSON) who was with MIS. From 1951 on, ROGOWITSCH 
worked as Military Intelligence Analyst for G-2, US Army Southern Area 
Command (McGraw Kaserna), There he, according to his own statements, 
met with numerous difficulties since an "American Jew" of that agency 
had determined that in France ROGOWIISCH had been sentenced to 20 years 
in prison at hard labor, for collaboration with the Germans. As he 
gaid, it was owing only to the CIC that be was able to continue in his 
work for the agency mentioned. However, as a result of the above 
mentioned fact his activity was highly restricted since he enjoyed only 
little confidence, In addition, his co-workerg, among them Gerhard 
BUSCHMANN, constantly frustrated him 
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| 
ROGOWITSCH ie said a few years ago to have in fact been hired U7 
Gerhard BUSCHMANY {for a monthly compensation of 500.~ DM) to establish; 
as informant, contact with ARZIUK and collect information on him. 
ROGOWITSCH allegedly drew the compensation for a long time, while in 
reality he cooperated with ARZIUK from whom he also got regular pay~- 
ments. All the secret reports made on ARZIUK ig ROGOWITSCH were, in 
fact, dictated to ROGOWITSCH jy ARZIUK himself. 


Some time in 1955 ROGOWITSCH's activity for the American intelligence 
service was terminated. At present he is living in very poor ciroumstancese

In Issue No. 245 of "Common Sense", dated

Texas, made available for review her file on GEORGE 


W. ARMSTRONG, SR., from which the following information 
was obtained: 





JAMES MC LEAN, of AP News Features, interviewed 
GEORGE W, ARMSTRONG, SR., at Natchez, Mississippi, on 
11/12/49 and released the following information for 
publication in morning papers of November 13, 1949; 


GEORGE W, ARMSTRONG, SR. was born in Jasper 
County, Texas, the son of an itinerant Methodist minister, 
He was 84 years old at time of above interview, He 
graduated from University of Texas School of Law in 
1860, and began the practice of law at Ft. Worth, Texas, 
in 1890, He was elected County Judge of Tarrant County, 
Ft. Worth, in 1897, and became known as "JUDGE ARMSTRONG". 
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He resided during his latter yearvs at 
Woodstock Plantation et Natchez, Mississippi, ‘ut 
maintained a2 residence at Ft. Worth, Texas, for voting 
purposes. He gained considerable wealth as a result of 
oil ventures, benking, cattle, utilities, steel 
manufacturing in Texas, and land buying in Mississippi. 
He is reported to have owned at least three oil fields 
in three counties consisting of 18 oil wells, and 338 
plantations. 


At the date of the interview on November 12, 
1949, Mr. ARMSTRONG stated that three years previously, 
he had established at Ft. Worth, Texas, the “Judge 
Armstrong Foundation, which ‘siphons off' about 15% 
of his income for tax exempt charitable and educational 
purposes", Judge ARMSTRONG was an exponent against 
what he termed "racial mongrelizaticn" waich 
in his view was the "tintermingling of Jews, Gertiies 
and Wegroes in the same schools", which he vioiently 
opposed. 


Judge ARMSTRONG stated that among others, his 
organization had contributed to GERALD L.K, SMITH, of 
the Christian Nationalist Crusade with headquarters at 
St. Louis, Missouri, and to EMORY BURKE, leader of an 
Anti-Negro and Anti-Jewish group of Atlanta, Georgia, 
and to R.H,. BEST, of Boston, Massachusetts, a former 
American newspapexman in Germany who was convicted of 
treason for Nazi propaganda work, Judge ARMSTRONG 
claimed that SMITE, BURKE and BEST were “persecuted 
persors", 


The "Star-Telegram" file contains a news 
story which appeared in the "Star-Telegram" in evening 
edition of January 21, 1952, concerning a suit which 
ARMSTRONG had filed in Ft. Worth in U.S. District Court 
in which he sought refund from U.S. Treasury of $620.00 
and $6,275.30 for alleged erroneous income tax assess~ 
ments made in 1948, In this suit, Judge ARMSTRONG 
and his wife alleged that in 1948, they had contributed 
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$1,000,00 and in 1948, had contributed $10,000.60 to 
the Judge Armstrong Foundation and that they had not 
been allowed deductions on the same. 


A story in the "Star-Telegram", morning 
edition of November 27, 1952, stated that the basis of 
the suit was "whether or not the Judge Armstrong 
Foundation, now inactive, was entirely for charitable, 
educational and religious purposes", 


This article said further that counsel for the 
ARMSTRONGs said the Foundation was created in 1945, The 
Government contended and won a decision to the effect 
that the Judge Armstrong Foundation was not entitled to 
the exemption of the Act because it was not devoted 
exclusively to religious, educational or charitable 
purposes, The government contended that the Commissioner 
of Internal Revenue had based his decision on the fact 
that the Foundation was distributing pamphlets "constituting 
propaganda designed to influence legislation®™ and, therefore, 
was not educational but "political" in nature, 


According to this article, excerpts from one 
pamphlet read before the Federal Judge at trial of the 
case suggested that President WOODROW WILSON and FRANKLIN 
DELANO ROOSEVELT were Jews, and referred to President 
HARRY S. TRUMAN as a “Communist Traitor", The article 
also said that Judge ARMSTRONG, an advocate of "white 
supremacy", had asked in a preface to one volume 
of his writings that Congress abolish the 14th and 
15th Amendments, which had freed the Negroes and guaranteed 
them their voting rights. At the trial, Judge ARMSTRONG 
testified that one of the main purposes of the Judge 
Armstrong Foundation was to print and disseminate his 
writings, The government, on the other hand, contended 
that the Foundation distributed pamphlets and books which 
were anti-Semitic, advocated repeal of the 14th and 15th 
Amendments and alleged a sinister world Communistic 
conspiracy by Jews, and that it was used for propaganda 
and to try to influence legislation, 
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According to a news item in "Star-Telegram" 
on October 13, 1954, Judge ARUSTRONG died at Natchez, 
Mississippi, on October 1, 1954,

SECRET BOARD 


The Soviet Union is broken up into districts as another means of keeping the Gentile 
population under the vigilant eyes of their Jewish masters. In each and every one 
of these districts there is a headquarters known as the Secret Board. The location 
1s often in the local Synagogue and the members of the Secret Board all are Jewish, 
Into the Secret Board comes all reports and complaints on the people living within 
the Jurisdiction of this board.

If one should do an act which is classified as a crime, then he or she 
is immediately sent to a concentration Camp or executed according to the seriousness 
of the so-called crime. 


‘CRIMES IN THE SOVIET UNION. 


In the Soviet Union what constitutes a crime would be considered in America 
as an ordinary legitimate act. For instance, if one chould be working with his "ownt 
horse and it should break its leg, itisa crime; if a machine should break down 
while in operation, it is a crime; if one should show up late for work or take the 
day off because of sickness, it is e crime; if one should be caught with a bible, 
it is a crime; if one should know of a person who talks against the state end does 
not report him, even if it ie a close relative, it is a crime. In other words, 
many things one does in the Soviet Union constitutes a crime. Special courts are 
set up to take care of the many cases being presented daily. The verdicts run from 
six months in a concentration camp to execution according to the degree of the crime, 
Every year new acts of the people are classified as\crines. 


HOME LIFE IN THE SOVIET UNION. 


In the Soviet Union there is very little home life since the Jewish secret 
government manages to keep families broken mainly due to the fact that there are 
millions of men in the concentration Camps and Army. In the cities there are many 
more women than men, and the men who are favorites and left at home in many instances 
cohabit with four or five women. It is not necessary for the men to support these 
women for the women are the ones who do the work and support themselves, Very few 
men are in the cities and villages where most of the work is done by women, in- 
cluding heavy industry and farming. Many children do not know their fathers and 
children often become wards of the state shortly after birth. The result of this 
control over the generations by the Jewish World Planners is that Christian home 
life is obliterated.

This material was stamped with the name, 
A, JEFIMOW, PO Box 927, Union, N.J. The material consisted 
of one printed page in English which referred to the structure 
of the Soviet government and stated that in actuality, the 
Soviet government consists of an invisible and a visible 
structure. This material stated that the visible government, 
as it is publicly known, is merely a front, and that the 
invisible government, composed entirely of Jewish people, 
is the real force behind the Soviet government. In addition, 
this material consisted of one printed pamphlet, written 
entirely in Russian. 


On 6/5/58 ,@EMMBvas contacted and advised that bil 
this material might be of interest to the Post Office Depart-— 

ment inasmuch as it was anti-Jewish and racist in nature, 1) 
Inasmuch as@§iiiBrequested that this material be returned 7 
to hin, this was done at that time. 


On 6/6/58 QE telephonically advised that he 
had turned this material over to the office of the Postal 
Inspectors in Newark. At this time, he stated that in the 
event he learned that the mailing of this material did not 
constitute a violation, he intended to write his Congressman 
to protest that anti-Semitic material of this nature be 
allowed to be mailed. 


A review of NK 105-1910 reflects that similar 
material has been received from numerous sources previously 
and that the Bureau is aware of the nature of this campaign.

The CEA is only trying to awaken the 
people of the United States to the threat of Communism and 
Zionism, He continued by saying the CEA has no quarrel with 
the Jewish people but are trying to expose the Zionist leaders 
who are attempting to control every facet of life in the 
United States. 


With regard to the recent bombings of synagogues, 
MC GINLEY advised that he believes the Jewish leaders 
themselves are doing the bombing in order to get public 
sympathy and to achieve their ow ends. / 


He stated that he attends a Roman Catholic Church” 
regularly and he and his staff have prayers every morning, 
praying that God will keep them from printing untrutie. He 
remarked that the way to stop his publication is to convince 
him that he is not doing the right thing in God's eyes, 
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There are 700 people who receive bundles of 
"Common Sense" ,according to MC GINLEY, 


The finances of CEA are derived from subscriptions 
and from contributions of people who are interested in the 
CEA, 


MC GINLEY also stated there are now eight Generals 
and five Admirals “on our side", He did not elaborate further,

of the script was had among the members. No large meetings of 
the Silver Shirts were held in Reading. In 1935 or 1936

"Meetings of the Silver Shirts in Reading continued 
for around a year and a half and then ceased.

The files of the Philadelphia Office reflect that 

a prolific letter writer and distribtor of 
various types of anti-Semitic and anti-Negro literature, has 
been connected with the White Citizens Council (WCC), There is 
no information indicating the existence of m formal WCC organi- 
zation in Philadelphia. In this connection, however, the "Phila- 
delphia Tribune," a Negro newspaper, in its issue of 10/21/58, 
Page 1, Column 2, contained an article captioned, "Race Hate 
Fanatics Make Jews, Negroes Targets of Attacks." This article 
states that a "fanatical white segregation group has been or- 
ganized in the heart of West Philadelphia with the aim of 
terrorizing and persecuting the Negro and Jewish citizens of 
this city." The article continues that the "Philadelphia Tri- 
pune" has learned through "extremely reliable sources" that an 
officer of the White Citizens Councils of the South has opened 
a branch headquarters in the vicinity of 4kth and Locust Streets, 
an taterracial community. From an apartment in this area, not 
further identified, the local "president" of the group reportedly 
has mailed out thousands of pamphlets and letters to white resi- 
dents in which Negroes and Jews are defamed. 


The pamphlets urge that the reader join in the "“race- 
hate organization" which has as its first mission the destruction 
of the National Association for the Advancement of Colored People 
(NAACP) in Philadelphia, and, secondly, the passage of legislation 
which would bring about segregation in local restaurants, theaters, 
hotels, public housing, and churches, The article states that while 
the group has little hope of achieving its two major objectives, it 
has, "nevertheless, managed to recruit several hundred members into 
the race baiting cult." 
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While the article failed to identify the local organizer 
or give thc exact address of the WCC, it described the local or- 
ganizer as a "diminutive, cringing, furtive man who moved into the 
West Philadelphia apartment about three years ago, Last year he 
reportedly ordered and received 100 White CitizensCouncil member- 
ship cards from Texas, He has, on occasion, also received large 
batches of membership cards from Alabama, Mississippi, and Georgia. 
This individual also reportedly receives copies of White Citizens 
Council periodicals from Jackson, Miss., which are described as 
"the most inflammatory of all which are permitted to go through 
the mails," 


The article states further that several weeks ago, the 
local organizer placed a shingle outside his apartment house door 
proclaiming himself as the local representative for the National 
Association for the Advancement and Improvement of White People. 
Criticism by white and Negro residents of the neighborhood was so 
intense that he removed the shingle after allowing it to remain 
outside his apartment door for only one day. 


In connection with the above, the Philadelphia Office, 
on October 23, 1958, through SA contacted U. S. 
Post Office Inspector in Charge A, J. HARKINS on the above, He 
stated his office has received no information or complaints re-

The managing editor will sign a contract 
to work as in the past for one year for one dollar if a committee 
of men will see that the printing bill is paid each week. Or we

(2) answer the phone 
and ask the person to wait while you 
(3 answer the doorbell, (4) take care 
of the baby. It is obvious why we 
should take care of things in this order, 
for if we do not first put out the fire, 
there will be no opportunity to do- the

Identical, we wouid say, is the case 

which faces our American people to- 
day.

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A FEW FACTS ABOUT KARL 
MARX AND FRIEDRICH ENGELS 


Karl Marx was a neurotic, suffering 
from an intense sense of inferiority. 
He was born at Treves, Germany, May 
5, 1818. When he was about six years 
old, his father, Hirschel Marx, and his 
tamily, abandoned the Jewish. faith 
Marx was 
raised a Christian. ; 

He suffered physical pain most of 
his life. At times he was literally cov- 
ered with boils and carbuncles and 
seldom was free from digestive disord- 
ers, stomach, liver and bowel troubles. 
He had no profession, regular occupa- 
tion or dependable means of liveli- 
hood. He pretended to be a master of 
the methods and technique of Capital- 
ism, yet was never able to earn his 
own living. Violent, arrogant and quar- 
relsome, he posed as the champion of 
the brotherhood of man, yet remained 
virtually friendless all of his life. 

Marx’s father was a lawyer and 
Marx was sent to the University of 
Bonn to study law. Here he became 
deeply interested in the philosophy of 
the German philosopher Hegel. He 
abandoned the study of law and devot- 
ed himself to mastering the Hegelian 
system. He received the degree of 
Doctor of Philosophy in 1881 but was 
denied a position at the university. 
He turned to journalism and became 
the editor of the Rheinische Zeitung 
and devoted himself to the study of 
Socialist literature, 

Friedrich Engels was born in Bar- 
men, Germany, on November 28, 
1820. Although Marx had met Engels 
when he was editor of the Rheinische 
Zeitung their association did not really 


, begin until September of 1844. Engels 


practically supported Marx and _ his 
family from that time until Marx’s 
death, March 14, 1883. 

Marx was expelled from France in 
1845 and went to Brussels, from 


j whence he was subsequently compelled 


to rlee. He found a refuge in England 
anu lived there uiitil his death.

A “very real” increase in the 
“gentleman's agreement type of 
bigotry,” but a lessening of “or- 
ganized" anti-Semitism occurred 
in the United States in 1947, the 
‘Anti-Defamation League of B'nai 
B'rith asserted today in its annual 
report, 
| New Jersey came in for both fa- 
i}vorable and unfavorable mention. 

The report on “Anti-Semitism In 
the United States in 1947" said 
‘\there was a dwindling in “expres- 
sions of resentment” to prejudice, 
which resulted in unfriendly acts, 
social restrictions and economic 
and educational discrimination 
against Jews. 

“Disturbing” Situations 

“Failure of jarge sections of the 
me to recognize and oppose antl- 
emitism that comes from pre- 
sumably respectable circles” was 
cited as one of the league's most 
“disturbing” conclusions. Termed 
more encouraging were findings 
that anti-Jewish hatred in political 
campaigns, assaults on Jewish per- 
sons and synagogues decreased dur- 
ing the year and that “un-American 
veterans’ organizations which 
Sprang up in 1945 and 1846 vir 
tually collapsed in the last year.” 

The survey noted that employ; 
ment discrimination complaints in 
creased “many-fola” except in th 
deep South, the Northwest and i: 
such states as New Jersey and Ne 
York, which have fair employmen 
practice legislation. 
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’ Yn its original report on the 
East, the league said: a 

“In New Jersey, the anti-Sen- 
itic publication, Think Weekly, 
changed its name to Comm 
Sense and continued disseminatiqa 
of “its bigoted outpourings * 
church, veteran and civic groups 
in many states throughout the 
East.

special master, today ruled that 
all the chattels belonging to Conde 
McGirley, Union publisher of the 
newspaper weekly, “Common 
Sense,” which have been im-« 
pounded in the County Jail, are 
bona fide business assets, The 
Property was seized two weeks 
ago by deputy sheriffs to satisfy 
a $1,850 judgment obtained by 
the Suburban Publishers Come 
pany, of Union, against Mr. Mc 
Ginley for an unpaid printing bill. 

John A. Matthews, Jr., attorney 
for the defendant, and Robert S, 
Dvorin, counsel for the plaintiff, 
went through the filing cabinets, 
bundies of printed newspapers, 
address plates and sundry office 
articles with Waldman deciding 
whether they should be labeled 
“business” or “personal” assets. 

Upon his determination that all 
the items “are intimately asso- 
ciated with the publishing business 
and therefore the assets are stbq 
ject to be sold,” Mr. Dvorin tee 
quested Undersheriff William Dar- 
rodh to advertise and fix a date 
for} a public sale.

UNION~—Common Sense, Conde 
McGinle’s hate-sheet has folded. 
New Jersey’s only openly fascist 
weekly wound up with its financial 
tail in its mouth last week when é 
McGinle was sued for $2,700 in F 
bad debts by the Suburban Pub- 
lishing Co.

Dear Friend: ; 
Those of you who are old enough can remember what a narrow escape 
Henry Ford had when the Zionists maneuvered to take over his company. 
Calling Ford to Wall Street, 22 days before a loan was due (some 

17 million, as I remember) the Zionists introduced him to men they 
had appointed to take over Ford Motor Company. Zionists hated Nr, 
Ford for his exposures of Zionism in the "Dearborn Independent." and 
they had purposely secured outstanding notes in order to trap Ford. 
The Zionists were certain Mr, Ford could not raise millions on short 
notice, and have the notes cleared on the due dates. 


Each day newspapers reported the sums of money Mr. Ford raised. 

Thousands anxiously watched the amount go up as Mr. Ford closed one 

plant after another, laid off employees to conserve the output of 

wages, and stopped purchases of material. All inventory on hand went 

into cars, for rapid delivery. Ford agents rallied to support Mr. 

Ford and paid for the cars even before they reached the showrooms. On 

the 22nd day Mr. Ford paid the Zionists, but his factories were closed 

and he had no raw material with which to operate. Supplying plants 

Shipped him material on credit. The Fords began to roll again, and >

In June we told our readers how the Zionists bought the controlling 
stock of our first printer and demanded that he turn over the account \ 

of COMMON SENSE. For the benefit of new readers, at this time we 

received bills far in excess of the amount agreed by the original 

owner. (In this connection it should be Stated that these bills were 

to be paid by a Committee of men who had organized to assure the _— g 
publication of COMMON SENSE, while I worked without Salary. The ley 2ysid-t 
Committee met with the printer and had this understanding. 
enemy publications so viciously smeared and attacked this €o 
that it finally disbanded and I assumed the responsibility} of.: 
liquidating the account.) bit 


Although the issues of the paper were cut to half size, due to the 
paper shortage, the new Zionist_owners charged for full.size issues, 
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No doubt this was done to complicate matters for they refused to let 
the non-Zionist former owner work out any arrangement with me despite 
the fact that I had paid the non-Zionist owner $9000. of my personal 
funds. 


On June 17th, you may recall, the Zionists backed up a truck at the 
office of COMMON SENSE and four Marxist Jews in plain clothes entered 
to empty the contents of our office. A trick judgment had been sec 
cured without a trial or the knowledge of our attorney. (Believe it 
or not!) These Marxists showed no badges or credentials, but started 
a fight immediately so as to get me off to jail, as a result I was 
put in two jails and am now out on bail accused of assault and bettery 
They claim I beat up two Zionists while two other Zionists watched. 
This allowed three Zionists freedom in the office for 45 minutes. 
Precautions have since been taken and our confidential files are 

kept in safe places. 


After many postponements the case has been called. To make a long 
story short, the Zionist lawyer (who is president of Zionists in 
Linden and Roselle, N.J.) representing the printing company, offered 
to make a settlement of the $1500. in question for $950. While we 
knew we did not owe one cent of this amount, we realized that a jury 
might be unfavorable to us, and finally submitted to legal advice 
and agreed to settle for $550. The Zionists reluctantly agreed to 
let us have until DECEMBER 6th to raise the $550. 


Friends, it is very late to fight, but not as late as in Hungary, 
poland, Czechoslovakia, and many other countries. If there had been 
such a paper as COMMON SHISE in those countries, backed wisely, the 
people could have saved themselves. Help build your paper, COMMON 
SENSE, into a powerful weapon. I have shown my faith by giving all 
I had plus full time for four years without one dollar of salary. 


Once again we must call on those who are willing to back us up on the 
front line against these anti-Christian, international plotters. 
Informed people with vision will give every available dollar for this 
fight. It is a fight to live, for if we do not fight, every bank 
book, all property and possessions will be lost. Don't wait. Fight, 
while we are yet able.

The state charged McGinley had 
obstructed execution of a levy on 
equipment in his publishing office 
in 2001-2005 Pleasant parkway, 
Union, and struck the deputies, 
Harry Coplan and Alfred Green- 
berg, when they tried to carry out 
the writ.

In the same resolution, the Board also urged 
the United States to exercise extreme caution 
in using the atom bomb, which was the line 
then being plugged by the Communists.

the $300 bond fee scoured. ‘Men, € watked 
Into custody with the bondsman and thus 
avoided being jniled. 1 learned tater that 
by the Utne my indictment was announced, 
crowds of reporters and police had swarm. 
ed over the lawn of our suburban home, 
and the doorbell was ringmg Constantly, 
as well as the phone. All that Hight, police 
ears circled the block, rang the bell, until 
my distressed elderly housekeeper finally 
called the local police who drove the mob 
of photographers and reporters from the 
place. These hoped to Gel pictures of me, 
handeuffed, for the delight of Winchell and 
hia ilk. 

After being arraigned, 1 was led into the 
Federal jait in the old Chicago Posteftice to 
be fingerprinted by ‘a glonting Jew, as cages 
Of pickpockets, thieves and other criminals, 
black and white, tooked on thru the bars. 
Under the Circumstances, It was a joy to 
see a friqdly face. One of the highest type 
Christan gentlemen, Dr. D. J. MeDaniet, a 
Marine veteran, and patriot, was huuled in, 
handcuffed, and locked in one of the cages 
factng me.

Dr. MeDanlet's “Crime 

Dr. MeDawiel’s “Crime” was that before 
World War I he had an artist draw some 
excellent cartouns against America’s in.

His most aweful “crime” was publishing 
“The Talmud Unmasked," accurately traus- 
lated excerpts from the criminal and ab- 
scene Babytoman Talmud, the supreme 
bible ond authority of sa-cutted "Judaism". 
He and his wife had never been Spart with- 
vut keoping the other informed as to whore 
they wove, Hu wns arreated in thair apart. 
iment while she was out, He begged tn van 
to be permitted to leave her a note 
her where he was being taken. He was 
kept incominunicnite in Jail, cockroaches 
crawled over Ins face at agit, and a light 
was flashed in bis eyes every little while so 
that tte could rot sleep. The worry and 
Shock to his wife brought on the ities 
which killed her. 

Sedition und Van ltyning Gase Patterns 

The same Pattern of preealent convictions 
was followed, as in the Van Hying case 
Fivnt. ureter condivons of waruane bysteria 
and “pull”, a group of Cattformans who 
had heen hokting mevlings with speakers 
Who apposed U.S. entry into World War 
I, were convieted, not once but thrice. on 
the same flimsy "evidence", by the City, 
County and State. and then indicted three 
tien by Washington, so (hot 1 heard the 
Same asinine witnesses from California whe 
hed “convicted” them. The aywiut evidence, 
its ane female witness tesufied, was they 
“opposed our President! . 

Six Timet Por Same “Oftense” 

Despite State ond Fedyral Constitutions, 
which forbid placing a person in Jeopardy 
twice for the same offense, these Californ- 
ans were placed in Jeopardy for the same 
“offense” xix times, and convyteted three 
times. As wach of the Washington indict. 
ments fell, in 1942, 1943, (8H, they would 
be hauled out of the Culifornia prison at 
any tme of day or night, forbidden fo take 
shaving equipment or on overcoat fn cold.

(applause from the gathering), You remem- 
ber the success of Gur propaganda campaign 
during the (9380's, which aroused anti-Amer- 
jean passions in Germany at the same time 
we were arousing anti-German passions {n 
America, a cnmpoign which culminated in 
the Second World War. A similar propa- 
ganda campaign is now being waged inten- 
sively Unroughout the world A war fever 
ts boing worked ap in Russts by an hnecs~ 
sant anti-American barrage, while a nation 
wide anti-Communist scare ig sweeping 
America. This campaign is forcing all of 
the smaller nations ta choose between the 
partnership of Russia of en alliance with 
the United States. 

Our most pressing problem at the mo- 
ment is to inflame the lagyin: militaristic 
spirit of the Americans. (The failure of 
the Universal Milltury Traimng Act wos a 
great setback to our plans, but we dre us- 
tured that a suitable measure will be 
rushed through Congress Immediately after 
the 1952 elections).

“HELTON, 
was born October 13, 1890 in Norman, Oklahoma. He resided there until 1930 
when he moved to Dallas, Texae. After his residence in Dallas, he noved to 
the New Jersey seashore resort town of Helmar and he assisted his wife in the 
cetablishment and operation of a small chain of curb service rentaurants known 
as Celia Lbrom'es, The restaurants operated successfully during the early 1930's 
up to 1941. Yn 19kl, the enterprises failed and the MeGINLTYS opened a restaurant 
at Fort Dix, Ww. J. (a U.S. Aray instellation). ‘This restaurant was also a 
failure as wac another venture at trightetow, N. J.

According to the files of the Newark Office, CONDE J. MoGINLEY 
started a modest publication known as "Think Weekly* in July, 1916, His 
paper was dedicated to the fight ageinet the Communist threat to Christianity. 
It £a reported that the Peper met with some success with local religious 
groupe and service clubs and Mo(INLFY was invited to spcak before these 
religious groups and servi-e organizations. He appears to have been 
perticularly welcome at local Roman Catholic parish meetin; at which his 
attack upon Communise was well received. 


In June, 196, the name of the publication was changed to "Comr-on 
Sense." The sise of the publication was increased from letter size to tabloid 
and was then captioned "The Nation's Anti~Commmnist Paper," 


At first, the publication “Coa-on Sense* used the thene of 
Christianity against Communism. Review of items appearing in the paper refleots 
that in these articles, WeGINLFY invariably referred to Communists as *Zionist 
Marxists" which tends to bear out the report of the Informant that ZoGINLEY 
was silitently anti-Semitic, that he considered all Jews as Communists, and 
that he considered Communism as a pert of the 7fonist plot for world domination, 


Tn the past several years, the articles appearing in "Common Sense* 


have becone openly anti-Jewish and the editor has adopted the practice of 
Placing the word "Jew" in brackets after the name of those he attacks.

In December, 1916, CONDE J. MCOINLEY organized an action group 
to aid in the distribution and sale of his nevspaper. The group called 
itself the "Loyal American Group" and under the direction of KoQINLFY, 
held monthly meetings and sponsored open lectures on Communion, The 
Loyal American Group also set up a speakers' bureau, making available 
lecturers on Communion, 


One of the guest speakers at these lectures was HFHRY VoFARLAND 
of the "Philadelphia Nationalist Action League." According to the Informant, f= 
MCFARLAND and McGINLFY frequently conferred with each other and exchanged 
anti-Semitic articles and literature which are apparently received in large 
volume by both MecCIXLEY and MoFARLAND. 


In the summer of 199, an ennouncement appeared in "Common 
Sense" indicating that it, "Common Sense," was to become the official organ 
of the Nationalist Action Leaguee The Loyal American Group was to become 
the New Jersey unit of the Nationalist Action League. It Ls noted that 
the Nationalist Action League was cited by the Attorney General as a Fascist

In March, 1953, CONDF J. McOINLEY, aocording to the Informant, 
moved to 530 Cheataut st., Union, N. J. According to the Informant, this 
sddress was an abandoned roadhouse tavern which is now used as the pub- 
lishing office and home of COND! WeQINLEY. According to the Informant, 
MOOINLTY purchased this property for $36,000 but has only paid approximately 
$10,000 to date for the property.

EDITOR INTERNAL SECURITY - X -- Numerous inquiries have been received 
by the Newark Office frcm other offices advising of complaints 
received regarding the newspaper "Common Sense," which is being 

sent through the mail to the complainants. It was reported in 
November, 1953, by a reliable informant of the Newark Office that 
Conde J. McGinley planned to circulate one million copies of his 
latest issue of "Common Sense," 


In view of the abcve, a brief summary of McGinley's 
background as well as that of "Common Sense" is being set forth 
below for ycur information. 


Conde J. McGinley has been described by a reliable informant a 
as being sympathetic with Germany during World War II because 
Germany was fighting Communism and because he felt that portion of 
Nazi philosophy directed against the Jews was a correct one. The 
informant stated that McGinley and his associates are violently 
anti-Semitic, that they consider themselves "Nationalist," and that 
they are dedicated to the "saving of America from the invisible 
government or world government of Zionism." 


McGinley started publishing “Think Weekly" in July, 1946, 
This newspaper was reported to be dedicated to the fight against 
the Communist threat to Christianity. Later in 1946, McGinley 
changed the title of his newspaper to "Common Sense." A review of 
the articles appearing in "Common Sense" reflects this newspaper to 
be anti-Semitic and anti-Communist. 


In December, 1946, McGinley organized a group in New Jersey 
for the purpose of aiding in the distribution and sale of his news- 
paper. This group, which was then known as the Loyal American Group, 
became affiliated in September, 1949, with the Nationalist Action 
League headed by Henry McFarland of Philadelphia, Pennsylvania. The 
informant reported that this merger was short-lived either because 
of a misunderstanding between McGinley and McFarland or because 
McGinley learned that the Nationalist Action League had been cited 
as 4 Fascist organization by the Attorney General pursuant to 
Executive Order 9835. It is noted that the Nationalist Action League 
Sail re-cited by the Attorney General pursuant to Executive Order 
10450. 


The informant has advised that McGinley claims the 
circulation of "Common Sense" is between 200,000 and 300,000 copies 
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of each issue. In this connection, McGinley uses telephone 
directories and organizational lists in order to make up his 
mailing lists. This would explain why many offices are receiving 
complaints from individuals who have received unsolicited copies 
of "Common Sense" through the mail. 


"Common Sense" is published by McGinley at his residence, 
530 Chestnut Street, Union, New Jersey.

This investigation has been initiated to develop ififormation 
on the CHRISTIAN EDUCATIONAL ASSOCIATION, which is now the 
publisher of "Common Sense"--"The Nation's Anti-Communist 
Newspaper." It has been reported to be the name used by CONDE 
J. MC GINLEY, editor of "Common Sense" for the publication of 
so-called "Hate leaflets' fostering intolerance of Jews.’ 

There is an indication that the name may be used in the future 
for a group of associates of CONDE MC GINLEY who assist in 0 
the dissemination of the publication and participate in periodic 
meetings organized and directed by MC GINLEY. 
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ORIGIN 


The origin of the name CHRISTIAN EDUCATIONAL ASSOCIATION 
is not known to Newark Confidential Informant who has 
furnished reliable information in the past and who has been , 
associated with CONDE J. MC GINL&Y. and the publication "Common ho 
Sense" for over five yearse The informant believes that the 
name, which is a new ono, has probably been adopted by MC GINLEY wD 
to avoid further legal entanglements which have beset him in 
the past as a result of the publication of "Common Sense", which 
was owned, edited and published by MC GINLEY,. 


On September 27, 195), NewarkK@irurnished infor- 
mation indicating that CONDE J. Mc GINLEY, editor of "Common 
Sense", was lanning a meeting which was to be held in mid 
October, 1954 and that there was some indication that MC GINLEY 
would use as sponsor of this meeting the CHRISTIAN EDUCATIONAL 
AS30CIaTLON. The informant also advised that MC GINLEY had 
published a leaflet which was an appeal for funds to support 
the publication "Common Sense" and which was identified at 
the end of the leaflet as having been issued by the C iRISTIAN 
EDUCATIONAL ASSOCIATION OF Wita JERSEY, 


A leaflet in the form of a letter, captioned "Fight 
Or Enslavement", issued by the CHRISTIAN EDUCATIONAL 
ASS0CIATION--publishers of "Common Sense"s=deseribed.MC GINLZY's 
fight against Jewish organizations who were attempting to 
arive him out of the publishing business, This leaflet was 
received in the mail by the Newark Office in an envelope post- 
marked October 2, 1954, bearing the return address Box 807, 
Union, New Jersey. This is the Post Office Box maintained by 
CONDE J. MC GINLEY for "Common Sense." A return envelope en- 
closed with the letter was addressed to "Common Sense", "The 
Anti-Communist Newspaper, Union, New Jersey," 


Recent copies of "Common Sense" have been mailed in

EDUCATIONAL ASSOCIATION, Union, New Jersey,

The following background on CONDE J. iit GINLEY_has 
been obtained from employment records and from Newari “ 


MC GINLEY was born October 13, 1890 in Norman, 
Texas. He resided thsre until 1930 when he moved to Dallas, 
Texase In the late 1920's he moved to the New Jersey Sea- 
shore resort town of Belmar, where he assisted his wife in 


the esteblishment and operation of a small chain of curb por 
restaurants known as Celia Browns. The restaurants operated 
successfully during the early 1930's up to 1941, Following 1) 
1941, MC GINLEY and his wife suffered a series of failurese py 


During World War II, MC GINLEY was employed as an 
inspector at the Elastic Stop Nut Corporation of America, 
Union, New Jersey, where he was considered to have been & 
hard worker, patriotic, and with a son in the United States 
Marine Corps. 


According to never Qa MC GINLEY and his associates 
were in no way un-American or anti-American but were sympathetic 
with Germany during the war on the grounds that the Germans 

were fighting Communism and that portion of Nazi philosophy 
which dictated the extermination of all Jews was a correct ones 
The informant reported that MC GINLEY and his associates were, 
and, hes reported, they continue to be, violently anti-Semetice 

MC GINLEY and his associates consider themselves Nationelists 

in that they are dedicated to the "saving of America from the 
invisible government, world Zionisme" MC GINLEY and his 
associates, according to the informant, consider Communism as 
but a part of the plot of Zionism for world government anc the 
defeat of Christianity, 


CONDE iiC GINLEY has been editor and publisher of what 
he considers to be an anti-Communist newspaper since July, 
1946, He launched his crusade agzeinst world Zionism with a 
modest publication known és "Think Weekly." His first paper was 
dedicated to the fight against the Communist threat to 
Christianity. Shortly after the appearance of "Think Weekly", 
the publication's name was changed to "Common Sense". The size

According to Newark @— mc GINLEY continues to be

According to the informant, the CHRISTIAN EDUCATIONAL, 
ASSOCIATION is only m device for the publishing of “Common 
Sense" and has no aims and purposes other than the publication 
of the newspaper, 
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ACTIVITIES 


According to the informant, the CHRISTIAN EDUCATIONAL 
ASSOCIATION has issued several leaflets appealing for support 
of the publication "Common Sense." It has also issued a leaflet 
captioned, "These Marxist Systems; Stalin Communism or Trotsky 
Communism?" The leaflet indicates that "Jews set up Communism 
in Russia during 1917, financed mainly from New York, and supported 
it for 35 years, No Jewish leader dares try to refute this, 
During this period the Zionists were protected in Russia," 


This leaflet indicates "Ir Washington thinks and acts 
as the Jews want it to then Washington has become a Jewish 
government and is no longer an American Government. What do 
we mean by Washington? We mean our administration and our 
elected senators and congressmen, They can and will stop 
Communism if we elect strong Christian men. It is necessary for 
every good American to take an interest in seeing that the 
pro-American Americens are nominated on both tickets in primary 
elections, for if the organized Marxists sucesd in plecing their 
men on both tickets at the election it makes little difference 
who is elected," 


According to the informant, two meetings of MC GINLEY's 
associates have been held since the name of the publisher was 
changed to CHRISTIAN EDUCATIONALASSOCIATION. No information has 
been developed indicating that the CHRISTIAN DUCATIONALASSOCIATION 


was listed as sponsor of these meetings. y 
Newark GMMR ttencea a meeting of "Common Sense" group p1D 


held December 12, 1954, at which no mention of the CHRISTIAN 
EDUCATIONAL ASSOCIATION was made. 


A Montclair, 
New Jersey, attendea a meeting held by “Common Sense" at 530 pe 


Chestnut Street, Union, on November 14,195. She reported that 
she had attended the meeting as a pro-Senator Joseph McCarthy 
rally and no mention of the CBRISTIAN EDUCATIONAL ASSOCIATION was 
reported by her. furnished the information on 
November 15, 195) after having attended the meeting upon invita- 
tion, not knowing the nature of the affair. She reported that 
the meeting had nothing to do with Senator MC CARTHY and appeared 
to be devoted to vicious outspoken anti-Semitism, 
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"COMMON SENSB" 


The publication "Common Sense", "The Nation's Anti- 
Communist Newspaper", first appeared in the summer of 1946, 
Its theme was Christanity against Communism. A review of 
articles appearing in the early editions of the newspaper re- 
flect that Communists were invariably referred to as "Zionist 
Marxists." 


In the early editions MC GINLEY's fear of the United 
States being taken over by the world government of the Zionists 
was veiled, Recently the paper has been openly anti-Jewish,

The award of $5,000 compensa- 
tory damages and $25,000 punitive 
damages was made yesterday by 
a Superior Court jury. 

Dr. Prinz, rabbi of Temple 
B'nai Abraham of Newark, con- 
tended in the suit that he was 
libeled in an Apr. 1, 1952, article in 
the publication which referred to 
him as: “a Red rabbi who was ex- 
pelled from Germany for revolu- 
tionary Communistie activities.” 

“The issue was freedom from 
smear," he commented, “It was 
not merely a case of defamation 
of a person. The verdict is not 
only vindication of me personally, 
but also of all the groups with 
which I have associated, most no- 
tably the American Jewish Con- 
gress which because of its fight 
for justice and decency and for its 
stand against Communism and 
Fascism alike has been the prin- 
cipal target.”

EVIDENCE OF MALICE 


Actual malice must be shown to 
justify an award for punitive 
damages, the Judge added in his 
charge. He said McGinley’s failure 
to retract the libelous statement 
was evidence of actual malice and 
was sufficient to justify punitive 
damages.

“Newburgh and Grand Rapids Fluoridation 
Experiment Stations slow statistics which prove 
that by age L7 to 18 years, Auoridated water 
aggravates dental decay, so that -there is far 
more dental decay evident in those children who 
have used fluoridation water than in thte chil- 

‘dren who have used water without fluoride.” 
(Statement of Miss Lillian Van De Vere, Hear- 
ings, H.R. 2341, page 118) 

Referring to charts based on the data collect- 
ed by Newburgh and Grand Rapids researches 
by 1952, after 6% years of Nuoridation, the fol- 
lowing testimony was given. “The comparison 
of two sets of bars indicates that in Auoridated 
areas, up to the ages of 8 to 9, either the detec- 
tion of decay was more difficult or there was a 
temporary delay in decay. However, the un- 
expected increase in the rate of fluoridated decay 
after the age of 9 shows that most likely by the 
age .l4 or at the most 16, fluoridated areas will 
have more decayed teeth than nonfluoridated. 
Such possibility is strengthened by the phenom- 
euon peculiar to Muoridated decay revealed on 
the chart; The number .of decayed, filled, or 
missing teeth in Buoridated communities doubt- 
ed every two yeurs, that is, children of 8 years 
had on the ayerage 1% decayed, filled or miss- 
ing; 2 years later they had twice as many or 3; 
2 years Inter, when they were 12, the number of 
decayed, filled or missing again double and 
heeame 6." (Statement of K, K. Paluev, Hear- 
ings on H.R, 2341, p. 174)

given us by the observers at Newburgh, It is 
claimesl that there has been a greater reduction 
in tooth decay among the children in Newburgh 
than in the control city of Kingston. Howgyer, 
in the overall picture, the total defects in chil- 
dren of schoul age are 100 por cent greater in 
Newburgh than in the control city, according to 
the 1952 statistics of the Depurtment of Edu- 
cation.” (Statement of Anthony J. Romeo, Hear- 
ings on FLR.

Harmful Effects Of ‘Fluoridation 

Very glibly, the aelvocates of fluoridation as- 
sure us that there are no dangers assoointed 
with the amount of sotlium fluoride prescribed. 
How honest is this statement? What tests have 
been made to substantiate this claim? Have 
studies been carcied out to determine the effect 
of artificial fluoridation on the aged, the sick or 
those with particular allergies? If so, when; 
where and how complete were they? Assuming 
that some sort of uheck bas been mude — how 
conclusive could it possibly be inasmuch as we 
know that fluorine has a cumulative action, that 
is, part of it is retained in the body and stores 
up. Who can say that no hurm will come to us 
after continucd use of this poison? 

The deception used in connection with this 
scheme is revealed over and over again, They 
constantly repeat the phrase “no harmful ef- 
fects” and yet the Fel. 1952 issue of the Amer- 
ican Dental Association carried an article, “Rela- 
tion of Endemic Dental Fluorisis to Malnutri- 
tion” which said in part: 

“Importance of investigation of nutritional 
status: The data from this and other investiga- 
tions suggest that malnourished infants and 
children, especially if deficient in calcium in- 
take, may suffer from the effects of water con- 
taining fuorine while healthy children would 
remain wuneffected,”

In a letter to Mr. Roby C. Day, May 1 d4, 
Dr. George Heard, for many years a dentist in 
Hereford, Tex., stated: 

‘T believe that fluerine dees, in a mild way, 
retard caries, but I also believe that the damage 
it does is far greater than any geod il may ap- 
“pear to accomplish. It even makes the teeth so 
brittle and crumbly, they can be treated only 
with difficulty, if at all. It is hellish and un- 
Ameriean to put poison in city water supplies 
and force citizens to drink it. I sincerely hope 
that at least some of your dentists are cooper- 
ating with you in getting the truth about tooth 
decay over to your citizens.” (Statement by Mrs. 
Hugo Franzen, Hearings on H.R. 2341, p. 95) 

Experiments on white rats (and humans ave 
more susceptible to fluorides than rats) lasting 
up to 9 months, and using fluoridated water 
containing 10 parts per million, 5 parts per 
million, and 1 part per million (the latter pre- 
scribed as the “safe level”) showed the following 
results in all dilutions: 

“Experiment 1. Onset of arteriosclerosis was 
hastened by ingestion of sodium Muoride; blood- 
clotting time was prolonged. 

Experiment 2. Cancer growth was accelerated 
by ingestion of sodium fluoride.” (Statement of 
Miss L, Van De Vere, Hearings, H.R. 2341, 
p. 110) 

“Fluorine is a nerve poison. It effects the 
nervous system: its vegetative section which 
supplies the inner organs of the body and the 
endocrine glands, as well as its central and 
peripheral sections—that is to say, the brain, 
the spiual cord, and the peripheral nerves. The 
Tong-continued daily ingestion of at least 1 mil- 
ligrain of fluorine, equivalent to 1 liter of drink- 
ing water with a concentration of 1 part per 
million a day, is sufficient to cause the first evi- 
dence of chronic fluorine poisoning.” (State- 
ment of Dr. Leo Spira, Hearings on H.R, 2341, 
p. 183) Emphasis added.

Is There A Safe Level of 
Fluoride Concentration? 

Medicines, pills and tablets are, for the most 
part, prescribed and taken on an individual 
basis. Naturally, there are several medicines on 
the market available without a prescription. But 
the purchase and use of such remains a matter 
of choice. A medication helpful to one person 
may be totally ineflective when nsed by another. 
By the same token, we would not give an adult 
medicine to an infant, nor would we force cer- 
tain medications on one suffering from an al- 
lergy, heart disease or nephritis. A doctor may 
have a dozen potients suffering from the same 
ailment and yet prescribe either diflerent reme- 
dies or different amounts of the same medicine. 
The doctor realizes that each patient is an in- 
dividual; each having dissimilar susceptibilities, 
resistances, and needs. 

Therefore, when dose of rat poisen ts preseribed as 
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passed. A completely healthy person may he ex- 
pected to have an entirely different reaction to 
fluorides than would one who is suflering [rom 
a particular disease. Ajse, there mas be a vari- 
ance jn the individual ability to store up or 
exerete this poison. : 

The following statement from. Claude N. 
Palmer reveals the inability to maintain the 
“safe” fluoride cencentration: 

“In Charlotte,,N. Co... one of onr larger 
fluoricated communities, monthly analyses of 
fluorine concentsation rt the city water plant 
between September 1949 and August 1950 
showed variations from 14 per cent above to 35 
per cent below the prescribed amount, an over- 
all spread of 48 per cent.” 

“This 48 per cent variation at the water plant 
might nat be highly signifcant, if it were not 
for the fact that three uther monthly tests of the 
same water drawn from the same source shawed 
as great or greater variations in fluorine con- 
tent, seldom agreeing with each other cr with 
the water plant's analyses, Samples analyzed by 
the city health department showed a difference 
of 51 per cent between maximum and minimuny 
concentrations. The; Charlotte water district tests 
showed variations of 53 per cent during the 12 
month period. Teste at a military post which 
draws its water from the Charlotte system 
showed a diflerence of 51 per cent between 
maximum and minimum fluorine concentrations. 
While the latter percentage coincides with that 
of the city waterworks, it is significant that in 
no month of the 12 Were all 4 tests in complete 
agreement ns tc the Auorine content of thei 
individual sampies.”. 

“IF it were true, as promoters of fluoridation 
assert, that mixing and metering equipment 
used to combine fluorides with water are infal- 
lible, there would be-only one reason why water 
enters the city mnids with one concentration 
and leaves them a tewy miles away with 1 higher 
or lower concentration. This reason would be 
that part of the fuoride is deposited somewhere 
along the line. While there are indications that 
this is true to some extent, there is good evi- 
dence that certain amounts of finoride remain 
in the mixing device, temporarily at least.” (H.R. 
2341, p. 81)

2 years Jater, when they were 12, the number of 
decayed, filled or missing again double and 
became 6." (Statement of K. K. Paluev, Hear- 
ings on H.R. 2341, p. 174) 

“Let us consider, for instance, the statistics 
given us by the observers at Newburgh. It is 
claimed that there has been a greater reduction 
in tooth decay among the-children in Newburgh 
than in the controf city of Kingston. Howgyer, 
in the overall picture, the total defects in chil- 
dren of school age ave 100 per cent greater in 
Newburgh than in the control city, according to 
the 1932 statisties of the Department of Edu- 
cation.” (Statement of Anthony J. Romeo, Hear- 
ings on JLR. 2341, p. 241) 

Harmful Effects Of Fluoridation 

Very glibly, the advocates of fluoridation as- 
sure us that there ase no clingers associated 
with the amount of sodium fluoride prescribed. 
How honest is this statement? What tests have 
been made to substantiate this claim? Have 
studies heen carried out to determine the eflect 
of artificial Auoridation on the aged, the sick or 
those with particular allergies? If so, when, 
where and how complete were they? Assuming 
that sdme sort of check has been made — how 
conclusive could it possibly be inasmuch as we 
know that Auorine has a cumulative action, that 
is, part of it is retained in the body and stores 
tip. Who can say that no harm will come to us 
after continued ‘use of this poison? 

The deception used in connection with this 
scheme is revealed over and over again. They 
constantly repeat the phrase "no harmful ef- 
fects” and yet the Feb. 1952 issue of the Amer- 
jcan Dental Association carried an article, “Rela- 
tion of Endemie Dental Fluorisis to Malnutri- 
tion” which said in part: 

“Importance of investigation of vutritional 
status: The data from this and other investiga- 
tions suggest that malnourished infants and 
children, especially if deficient in calcium in- 
take, may sniffer from the effects of water con- 
taining fluorine while healthy children would 
remain uneffected.” 

“|, . Thus low levels of fluoride ingestion 
which are generally considered to be safe for the 
general population may not be safe for malnour- 
ished infants and children.” (Statement of Vin- 
cent A. Kleinfeld, Hearings on H.R, 2341, p42— 
Emphasis ours. . . . Ed.) 

“Look at another fine Ohio city. I spoke to 
their council, showed them what they would be 
doing if they attempted to kill their women and 
childon-with-teese fluorides. In went the fiino- 
rides anyway. In 2 months, thousands were 
covered with leprosylike sores. Now, $18,000 
worth of fluorides are for sale, also the machin- 
ery.” (Statement of Dr. G@, T. Betts, Hearings 
on LR. 2341, p. 91)

Space does not permit further reference to the many 
reports from medical men, serentists and researchers re- 
gurding the cHects ot fluorides on the boiy. However, 
the subjcet of dental Hunrisis, or mottling of tooth 
emunel, should be inctuded at this tine. On this point, 
the fvoridatiunists fnaist that with the concentsation 
recommended there Is very ttle mottling, what there 
is can Iardly be seen and if anything, tt nukes the 
teeth more attractivel Matthng of the enamel varies from 
wiite, chulky spots to aetuwl yrtting. The former is te- 
ferred tu as moderate. However, describing thiorasis, 
the Journal of the American Media Association, Oct. 
17, 1936. p. 12637 states that the chalky appearance “in 
many saatances: liter tikes on characteristic brown 
stain, the frequency of the brown stain dnereasing with 
age’. Thus, the moderite matiling occurring tr fron 10 
to 20% of the children drinkmg the “ywesertbed amoont” 
of ucridated water as acknowledged amd intnimized hy 
the fuaridationists in many C1ses will develap into a 
severe disfiguring al the tuath emoned in hiter years! 
According ta dental reports, these brown stains are une 
removable. 

Dr. F. B. Exner hns stated: “I have personally 
seen teeth that developed in Denver, using 
water with one part per million of fluoride, that 
were stained. The front teeth were mottled with 
brown, and it was obvious at first glance from 
across the room.” (H.R. 2341, p. 68) 


Is There A Safe Level of 
Fluoride Concentration? 


Medicines, pills and tablets are, for the most 
part, prescribed and taken on an individual 
basis. Naturally, there ave several medicines on 
the market available without a prescription. But 
the purchase and use of such remains a matter 
of choice. A medication helpful to one person 
may be totally ineflective when used by another. 
By the same token, we would not give an adult 
medicine to an infant, nor would we force cer- 
tain medications on one suffering from an al- 
Jergy, heart disease or nephritis. A ductor may 
have a dozen potients suffering from the same 
ailment and yet preseribe either different reme- 
dies or different amounts of the same medicine. 
The doctor realizes that each patient is an in- 
dividual; each having dissimilar susceptibilities, 
resistances, and needs. 


Therefore, when a dose of rat poison is prescribed as 
being safe for cach and every person. regardless of wye 
or physical condition, one cannot help but view this 
program with alarm. There are far too many factors 
involved regarding varivnce in fluoride consuinption, 
indlividual bodily reaction to fuorides, and the difficulty 
in waintaining “proper fluoride concentration in the 
water supplies, Who can ascertain the total Muoride 
ingested by an individual? A person who drinks a lnege 
amount of water and, in addition eats fouds containing 
fluoride — especially Uf they are foiled in Muoridated 
water wonld most certainly be taking a grent deal into 
his system. “Water containing 1 part per million, ofter 
boiling may covtain as much ns 35 parts per imillion of 
more of Ruorides.” (Hearings, H.R. 2341, p. 119) 

The problem of individual susceptibility has 
apparently been completely ignored by the 
proponents of fluoridation. But the possible 
dangers involved ase many and eannot be by- 


the water plant’: analyses. Samples smmuyzcu oy 
t ty health department showed a difference 

per cent between maximum and minimum 
__mtrations. TiigeOharlotto water district tests 
showed variations of 53 per ceut during the 12 
month period. Tests at a military post which 
draws its water from the Charlotte system 
showed a difference of 51 per cent between 
maximum and minimum fluorine concentrations. 
While the latter percentage coincides with that 
of the city waterworks, it is signifeant that in 
no month of the 12 were all 4 tests in complete 
agreement as tc the fluorine content of theiz 
individual sampies.” 

“If it were true, a8 promoters of fluoridation 
assert, that mixing “and metering equipment 
used to combine Auorides with water are infal- 
lible, there would be only one reason why water 
enters the city mains with one concentration 
and leaves them a tew miles away with a higher 
or lower concentration.

While there are indieations that 
this is true to some extent, there is good evi- 
dence that certain amounts of flvoride remain 
in the mixing device, temporarily at least.”

Perhaps the inost effective weapon at the dis- 
posal of Jewish nationalists in their campaign to 
negate Christian-American culture and civiliza- 
tion is “tolerance” and “bratherhvod” propa- 
ganda.

Fluoridation is the adding of a 
deadly, cumulative poison to 
drinking-water for the scientifi- 
cally-unpcoved purpose of help- 
ing children's teeth resist cavi- 
ties. When sodium fluoride is 
added to municipal water-sup- 
plies, this procedure becomes 
mass-medication of the populace 
without regard to health, age, 
sensitivity, or need of the citi- 
zens drinking this doctored wa- 
ter. 


2. @ sodium fluoride a cumu- 
lative poison? 

Definitely so. Bulletin 130 of 
the Utah State Agricultural Col- 
lege entitled “Fluorosis” on page 
5 states “Fluorine is a cumula- 
tive poison and long continued 
consumption of relatively small 
quantities causes fluorosis . . ." 

Dr. Paul H, Phillips, biochem- 
ist at the University of Wiscon- 
sin, says, “It is an accumulative 
poison which accumulates in the 
skeletal structures, including the 
teeth, when the body is exposed 
to small daily intakes of this ele- 
ment. In this respect, it is like 
lead accumulations in the bone 
until saturation occurs and then 
lead poisoning sets in.” 

Dr. Charles T. Betts, D.D.S., 
Toledo, states, “Fluorine is a 
poison which is cumulative. in 
the hody, similar to radium, no 
antidote is known.” 

Dr. Royal Lee, D.D.S., Milwau- 
kee, states “Inorganic fluorine is 
a cumulative poison ... It ac- 
cumulates in the body even when 
taken in very small doses . 
makes bones brittle.” 

Dr. Robert S. Harris, pr@fessor 
of the biochemistry of nutrition, 
Mass, Inst. Technology, says, 
“Fluorine is = toxic element. . . 
which has been shown to inter- 
fere with important processes in 


the body.” . 
The U. S. Dispensatory, 24th 
Edition, states, “Fluorides are 


violent poisons to all living tis- 
sue because of their precipita- 
tion of calcium. They cause fall 
of blood pressure, respiratory 
failure, and general paralysis. 
Continuous ingestion of non-fa- 
tal doses causes permanent inhib- 
ition of growth.” 


3. Are not naturally - fluori- 
dated and artificially-fluoridated 
waters the same? 

Absolutely not! The fluorides 
found naturally are usually or- 
ganic calcium fluorides which 
are in combination with other 
natural elements serving to in- 
hibit and neutralize the toxic 
effects of fluorine, and which 
ean be assimilated by the body; 
the artificially fluoridated water 
is obtained with sodium fluoride 
which is an inorganic, cumula- 
tive poison 85 times more toxic 
than calcium fluoride, and can- 
not be assimilated by the body, 
and which, when added to wa- 
ter, makes hydrofluoric acid, an 
extremely active and dangerous 
poison, used chiefly for etching 
glass. 


4. What effect does artificially- 
fluoridated water have upon can- 
eerous growth? 

Dr. Alfred Taylor of Biochem- 
ical Institue U. of Texas, one of 
the country’s leading research 
scientists who appeared before

the Congressional Committee in 
Washington, D. C, proved conclu- 
sively in a series of experiments 
that cancerous growth was 
speeded up by the ingestion of 
fluoridated water and that the 
life-span of his experimental an- 
imals was 10 per cent less than 
that of the animals drinking 
non-fluoridated water. 


5. What effect does artificial- 
ly-fluoridated water have upon 
the digestive processes? 

The University of New Mexi- 
co Bulletin of August 1, 1938 
on the “Menace of Fluorine to 
Health,” states on page 20-21, 
“Solutions of sodium fluoride 
with a fluorine content as low 
@s one part in 15,000,000 may in- 
hibit the action of the lipase 
(pancreatic juice) as much as 
50 per cent. 


6. What effect does fluorine 
have upon the dentine of the 
teeth? 

University of New Mexico Bul- 
letin referred to above states on 
page 19, “Although it is true 
that the enamel of adult teeth 
is uneffected by fluorine, the 
dentine, which receives nutri- 
ents from the blood stream con- 
tinually and whose composition 
is subject to change, will suffer." 


1. What effect does artificially- 
fluoridated water in the recom- 
mended dosages have upon the 
liver? a 

University of New Mexico Bul- 
letin referred to above, page 20, 
states, “An inhibitory effect on 
the action of enzymes, charac- 
teristic of antiseptics in general, 
is m property of all inorganic 
fluorides. Evidence has been es- 
tablished that there is a specific 
influence of fluorides on certain 
enzymatic changes association 
with carbohydrates and fats, The 
results of a study conducted by 
Kastle and Loevenhart on the 
effect of antiseptics on the reac- 
tions of pancreatic and liver ex- 
tracts revealed a harmful effect 
on most substances studied” 


8. What about periodontal 
(gum) diseases from fluoridated 
water? 

Dr. H. K. Box, periodontist 
of internationa] repute on the 
Dental Faculty of the U. of 
Toronto, made = survey and 
found an appallingly high inci- 
dence of pyorrhea, gingivities, 
and other gum diseases in areas 
where the water was naturally- 
fluoridated. (Artificially-fluori- 
dated water is 85 times more 
toxic!) 

9. What effect could artificial- 
ly-fluoridated water have upon 
the body's protoplasmic and 
enzymatic system? 

Dr. Paul H. Phillips of the U. 
of Wisconsin dept. of biochem- 
istry states, “Fluorine is known 
to be an enzymatic inhibitor and 
interferes with metabolism of 
breakdown of glucose between 
the 6 carbon and 3 carbon com- 
pounds. The metabolism of glu- 
cose or its breakdown is our 
primary source of energy for 
maintaining life and doing use- 
ful work.” 

10, Does artificially-fluoridated 
water have an effect on the 
brain and nerve-cells? 


Dr. A. L. Miller, M.D. reports 
in the Congressional Record, 
March 4, 1952, that a lessened 
mental reaction is seen in rats 
and mice who have had fluorides. 


11, Why can promoters of flu- 
oridation state that medical-sci- 
ence is ignorant of any bad ef- 
fects from fluoridated water? 

Simply because the experi- 
ments have not been going on a 
long enough time to demon- 
strate these cumulative effects. 
The American Journal of Chem- 
istry states that fluorine may 
tend to accumulate within the 
body so that the symptoms of 
fluorine-poisoning may take as 
long as 10 years to appear.” 
However, in Sheboygan, Wiscon- 
sin, after 8 years of fluoridation, 
the little children who were fed 
this drugged water in their nurs- 
ing-bottles are beginning to show 
the first signs of chronic fluorine- 
poisoning—mottled teeth 


12. Has either the American 
Dental or Medical Association 
done any origina] scientific re- 
search in regard to the effects 
of artificlally-fluoridated water 
upon teeth or the organs of the 
human body? 

There is no record in scien- 
tific literature of their having 
done so. They seem to be merely 
echoing the opinions of a group 
of public-health officials from 
the United States Public Health 
Service, who, likewise, have 
done no conclusive research. 


13. Who is behind fluoridation 
and who stands to profit? 

Oscar Ewing, attorney for the 
American Aluminum Co. of 
America which has _ sodium 
fluoride as m waste product, gave 
the fluoridation movement its 
big push when he became Fed- 
eral Security Administrator. He 
left $750,000 a year with the 
Aluminum Co, to take $17,500 a 
year as FSA head. In 1951 his 
agency asked for two million 
dollars for fluorine propaganda 
alone, He also had millions of 
dollars to give out to dental and 
medical colleges, state depart- 
ments of health, as money-grants 
Of course, these money grants 
are given only to those dental 
and medical colleges and state 
health departments who foster 
and promote the programs of the 
U. S. Public Helath Service. It 
all fits together like a glove! 
Thus the price of sodium fluor- 
ide jumped from 1% cents a 
pound when sold as m= rat-poison 
up to as much as 15 cents a 
pound when sold for human con- 
sumption in drinking-water. 


14. What methods are used to 
promote fluoridation? 

All the techniques of propa- 
ganda, the “band-wagon meth- 
od” (that lists all the towns 
fluoridating, even though some 
may not be), the “prestige- 
method” (that gives the names 
of organizations endorsing fluor- 
idating, even though endorse- 
ments are empty and meaning- 
less when not backed up by 
scientific data), the “glittering- 
generality" method (of making 
statements that sound good, but 
when analyzed mean nothing 
and say nothing) the “name-call- 
ing" method (that calls all those

who oppose polluted water such 
names as “crackpots’ fear- 
mongers,” etc.) the “fictitious 
story"-method, (that relates 
stories intended to make people 
who oppose poisoned water as 
being simple and ignorant)—all 
these propaganda techniques and 
others are used. 

15, Are many cities rejecting 
fluoridation? 

Over 300 communities in the 
U. S, have rejected fluoridation 
so far, with more being added 
all the time. Cities such as Seat- 
tle, Cincinnati, Tallahassee, St. 
Louis, New York, De- 
troit, New Orleans, and Los 
Angeles, to name only a few, 
have all rejected fluoridation 
after studying the pros and cons, 


16. Why are so many doctors 
and dentists favoring fluorine? 

It seems to be a matter of 
association-control. Medical and 
dental colleges, as well as state 
health departments, receive large 
grants of money from the U. S. 
Public Health Service, which is 
Promoting fluoridation. These 
money-grants are given on the 
condition that the programs of 
the USPHS are fostered. Further- 
more, it is considered unethical 
for an individual doctor or den- 
tist to publicly oppose a program 
which his association has en- 
dorsed. 


17. Has anything beneficial 
been proved to be due to fluori- 
dation? 

Nothing in scientific literature 
can be found which shows fluor- 
ine, the “wild cat” or “villain” 
of the chemical world, to be a 
beneficial agent to human biolo- 
gy. Even the delay in dental 
cavities which is attributed to 
the ingestion of fluorine has 
been said by Dr. Paul Manning, 
D.M.D. to be m “pathological or 
diseased effect” of fluorine. 


18. Can the people who want 
fluorides obtain them without 


having the city water-supply 
fluoridated? 
Yes, there is a tablet, now 


available at drug-stores, which 
when dropped in a quart of wa- 
ter or milk will give the exact 
proposed ratio of 1 ppm. 


18. What about the subversive 
aspects of fluoridation? 

There is a school of thought 
now developing considerable fol- 
lowing that fluoridation is Com- 
munist-inspired. Former Com- 
munists have stated that fluor- 
idation is known to Communists 
as a method of Red warfare. 
Considering the recently-exposed 
infiltration of the many depart- 
ments of our Federal government 
by Communists, it is not wnreas- 
onable to suppose that fluorida- 
tion-program could be subver- 
sive, since the U.S. Public Health 
service has mothered the fluori- 
dation program in the U. S, 

20, Have there been any com- 
pleted studies, either of the ef- 
fects of fluorine on the teeth, 
or on any other parts of the 
body? 

No. Even the studies on teeth 
have several years yet to run. 
There are no studies being made 
at the present time by the 
USPHS on the effects on other 
organs of the body.

On August 17, 1956, "Ft. 
Worth Star-Telegram", a daily newspaper, Ft. Worth, Texas, 
made available for review her file on GEORGE W., ARMSTRONG, 
SR., from which the following information was obtained: 


JAMES McLEAN of AP News Features interviewed GEORGE 
W. ARMSTRONG, SR., at Natchez, Mississippi, on 11/12/49 ana 
released the following information for publication in morning 
Papers of November 13, 1949: 





GEORGE yy, ARMSTRONG, SR. was born in Jasper County, 
Texas, the son of an itinerant Methodist minister. He was 
84 years old at time of above interview. He graduated from 
University of Texas School of Law in 1880, and began the 
Practice of law at Ft. Worth, Texas, in 1890. He was elected 
County Judge of Tarrant County, Ft. Worth, in 1897, and be-— 
came known as "JUDGE ARMSTRONG." 


He resided during his latter years at Woodstock ,-~~ : 
Plantation at Natchez, Mississippi, but maintained a resi- : 
dence at Ft. Worth, Texas, for voting purposes. He gained : 
considerable wealth as a result of oil ventures, banking, 
cattle, utilities, steel manufacturing in Texas, and land 
buying in Mississippi. He is reported to have owned at 
least three oil fields in three counties consisting of 18 oil 
wells, and 38 Plantations. 


At the date of the interview on November 12, 1949, 
Mr. ARMSTRONG stated that three years previously, he had 
established at Ft. Worth, Texas, the “Judge Armstrong Foundation, 
which ‘siphons off! about 15% of his income for tax exempt 
charitable and educational purposes.'' Judge ARMSTRONG was an 
exponent against what he termed "racial mongrelization" whi 
in his view was the “intermingling of Jews, Gentdlemeo.. 
Negroes in the same Schools," which he violentl 
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Judge ARMSTRONG stated that among others, his 
organization had contributed to GERALD L. K. SMITH of the 
Christian Nationalist Crusade with headquarters at St. Louis, 
Missouri, and to EMORY BURKE, leader of an Anti-Negro and 
Anti-Jewish group of Atlanta, Georgia, and, to R. H. BEST 
of Boston, Massachusetts, a former American newspaperman in 
Germany who was convicted of treason for Nazi propaganda 
work. Judge ARMSTRONG claimed that SMITH, BURKE and BEST 
were "persecuted persons." 


The"Star-Telegram"file contains a news story which 
appeared in the"Star-Telegram"in evening edition of January 21, 
1952, concerning a suit which ARMSTRONG had filed in Ft. Worth // 
in U. S. District Court in which he sought refund from U. §. 
Treasury of $620.00 and $6,276.30 for alleged erroneous income 
tax assessments made in 1948. In this suit, Judge ARMSTRONG 
and his wife alleged that in 1948, they had contributed 
$1,000.00 and in 1948, had contributed $10,000.00 to the Judge 
Armstrong Foundation and that they had not been allowed deductions 
on the same. 


A story in the "Star-Telegram," morning edition of 
November 27, 1952, stated that the basis of the suit was "whether or 
not the Judge Armstrong Foundation, now inactive, was entirely for 
charitable, educational, and religious purposes." 


This article said further that counsel for the 
ARMSTRONGS said the Foundation was created in 1945. The 
Government contended, and, won a decision to the effect that 
the Judge Armstrong Foundation was not entitled to the exemption 
of the Act because it was not devoted exclusively to religious, i 
educational or charitable purposes. The government contended 
that the Commissioner of Internal Revenue had based his decision 
on the fact that the Foundation was distributing pamphlets 
“constituting propaganda designed to influence legislation," 
and therefore was not educational but "political" in nature. 


According to this article, excerpts from one pamphlet 
read before the Federal Judge at trial of the case, suggested 
that President WOODROW WILSON, and FRANKLIN DELANO ROOSEVELT

the 14th and 15th amendments, which had freed the Negroes 

and guaranteed them their voting rights. At the trial, Judge 
ARMSTRONG testified that one of the main purposes of the Judge 
Armstrong Foundation was to print and disseminate his writings. 
The government, on the other hand, contended that the Foundation 
distributed pamphlets and books which were Anti-Semitic, advo- 
cated repeal of the 14th and 15th amendments and alleged a 
sinister world Communistic conspiracy by Jews, and that it 

was used for propaganda and to try to influence legislation. 


According to a news item in "Star-Telegram" on 
October 13, 1954, Judge ARMSTRONG died at Natchez, Mississippi 
on October 1, 1954,

N.J., on April 15, 1955, Rabbi JOACHIM PRINZ, of Temple 
B'NAI ABRAHAM, was awarded the verdict of $30,000 by a 
jury on March 31, 1955. The judgment included $5,000 in 
compensation damages and $25,000 in punitive damages against 
the editor of the semi-nonthly four-page tabloid published 
in Union, N.J., of which CONDE MC GINLEY was the Editor.
